The Australian Meet ion Law.

It gives much pleasure to note the
very general interest in, as evinced
by the resolutions of farmers all over
the state, aud desire for the adoption
of the Australian Election law nil
over the state. It is an evidence of

a general desire to secure honest
elections, that is both creditable to

the people of the state, and a cause
or congratulation on the part of

these who have been champions of
the purity of the ballot.

As enacted in the last legislature,
the law applies only to those cities
having over 5,000 people, aud not to
the country at all. For a time there
were serious objections to it on the
part of some, who misunderstanding
the terms of the law, supposed that
it restricted the rights of the people
in the matter of voting for such can

didates as were not of the older po
litical parties. Those, however, who
felt this way, soon found that they
were mistaken, and many of those
who were ouce the strongest oppo
nent of the bill, are now its most
earnest advocates.

Stripped of all the technical make
up of the law, the purpose is to pre-

vent fraud in the elections by the
state controlling the printing of the
tickets. All the candidates of all
parties are printed on one ticket at
the expense of the state. But in ad
dition to compliance with certain
formalities in the way of nominations,
etc.. it vul be necessarv lor anv
party to have polled a vote equal to
3 per cent- - of the voters of the iate
in order to have its candidates print-

ed on the tickets. There is. howev-

er, a blank space ift mider each of-

ficial position to be filled, so that
whoever does not care to vote for
any of the candidates printed there-

on, may scratch them all off and

write on such names as he pleases.

Tho value of the Australian ss- -

tern of voting, as a safeguard agninst
fraud, consists not only ir. tLo rint-iu- g

of the ballots by the state, but
in the manner of using them. Each

voter can obtain only one ticket, and
unless he spoils th:; in preparing
his ballot, he cannot get nuo:bei;

aad vveu then, only oil the let.'.in of

it to the proper state official.

When he received his ballot, or
ticket, the voUr is required to re-

tire alone and iu a booth where un-

seen and uninfluenced by any oLe
